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Biden scrambles to avoid Americas Summit flop in Los Angeles

LOS ANGELES (AP) — When leaders gather this week in Los 
Angeles at the Summit of the Americas, the focus is likely 
to veer from common policy changes — migration, climate 
change and galloping inflation — and instead shift to some- 
thing Hollywood thrives on: the drama of the red carpet. 
With Mexican President Andrés Manuel Lépez Obrador top- 
ping a list of leaders threatening to stay home to protest the 
U.S. exclusion of authoritarian leaders from Cuba, Nicaragua 
and Venezuela, experts say the event could turn into a embar- 
rassment for U.S. President Joe Biden. Even some progressive 
Democrats have criticized the administration for bowing to 
pressure from exiles in the swing state of Florida and barring 
communist Cuba, which attended the last two summits. 

“The real question is why the Biden administration didn’t do 
its homework,” said Jorge Castafeda, a former Mexican for- 
eign minister who now teaches at New York University. 

While the Biden administration insists the president in Los An- 
geles will outline his vision for a “sustainable, resilient, and ay 
equitable future” for the hemisphere, Castafieda said it’s clear 
from the last-minute wrangling over the guest list that Latin 
America is not a priority for the U.S. president.

“This ambitious agenda, no 
one knows exactly what it is, 
other than a series of bro- 
mides,” he said. 

The U.S. is hosting the sum- 
mit for the first time since

its launch in 1994, in Miami, 
as part of an effort to galva- 
nize support for a free trade 
agreement stretching from 
Alaska to Patagonia. 

But that goal was abandoned 
more than 15 years ago amid 
a rise in leftist politics in the 
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region. With China’s influence 
expanding, most nations have 
come to expect — and need 
— less from Washington. As 
a result, the premier forum 
for regional cooperation has 
languished, at times turning 
into a stage for airing histori-

cal grievances, like when the 
late Venezuelan leader Hugo 
Chavez at the 2009 summit in 
Trinidad & Tobago gave Presi- 
dent Barack Obama a copy 
of Eduardo Galeano’s clas- 
sic tract, “The Open Veins of 
Latin America: Five Centuries 
of the Pillage of a Continent.” 
The U.S. opening to for- 
mer Cold War adversary 
Cuba, which was sealed with 
Obama’s handshake with 
Raul Castro at the 2015 sum- 
mit in Panama, lowered some 
of the ideological tensions. 
“It’s a huge missed opportu- 
nity,” Ben Rhodes, who led 
the Cuba thaw as deputy 
national security advisor in 
the Obama _ administration, 
said recently in his “Pod Save 
the World” podcast. “We are 
isolating ourselves by taking 
that step because you’ve got 
Mexico, you’ve got Caribbean 
countries saying they’re not 
going to come — which is 
only going to make Cuba look 
stronger than us.” 

To bolster turnout and avert 
a flop, Biden and Vice Presi- 
dent Kamala Harris have 
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been working the phones in 
recent days, speaking with 
the leaders of Argentina and 
Honduras, both of whom ini- 
tially expressed support for 
Mexico’s proposed boycott. 
Former Senator Christopher 
Dodd has also crisscrossed 
the region as a special adviser 
for the summit, in the process 
convincing far right Brazilian 
President Jair Bolsonaro, who 
was a staunch ally of Trump 
but hasn’t once spoken to 
Biden, to belatedly confirm 
his attendance. 

The governments of Cuba, Ni- 
caragua and Venezuela aren’t 
even active members of the 
Washington-based Organiza- 
tion of the American States, 
which organizes the summit. 

“This should’ve been a talking 
point from the beginning,” 
said former Undersecretary 
of State for Political Affairs 
Tom Shannon, who in a long 
diplomatic career attended 
several summits. “It’s not a 
U.S. imposition. It was con- 
sensual. If leaders want to 
change that, then we should 
have a conversation first.”L] 
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Agency ruling delivers big setback to Okefenokee mining plan

SAVANNAH, Ga. (AP) — A 
federal agency has de- 
livered a big setback to a 
company’s controversial 
plan to mine near the edge 
of the Okefenokee Swamp 
and its vast wildlife refuge. 
A government memo said 
Friday that the Army Corps 
of Engineers is reasserting 
jurisdiction over Twin Pines 
Minerals’ proposal to mine 
minerals just outside the 
Okefenokee, home to the 
largest U.S. wildlife refuge 
east of the Mississippi River. 
Scientists have warned 
that mining close to the 
swamp’s bowl-like — rim 
could damage its ability to 
hold water. They urged the 
Army Corps of Engineers to 
deny the project a permit. 
But the agency declared in 
2020 it no longer had that 
authority after regulatory 
rollbacks under then-Pres- 
ident Donald Trump nar- 
rowed the types of water- 
ways qualifying for protec- 
tion under the Clean Water 
Act. 

Trump’s rollbacks were later 
scrapped by federal courts.

President Joe Biden's ad- 
ministration has sought to 
restore federal oversight of 
development projects that 
under Trump had been al- 
lowed to sidestep regula- 
tions to prevent pollution of 
streams or draining of wet- 
lands. 

Michael Connor, the as- 
sistant Army secretary for 
civil works, said in the Friday 
memo that prior decisions 
waiving the Army Corps’ ju- 
risdiction over the Georgia 
mining plan and another 
proposed mine outside 


Tucson, Arizona, had been 
reversed. 

Connor wrote that both 
projects would have to 
start over with new appli- 
cations for federal permits. 
He said the prior decisions 
allowing them to bypass 
federal regulators “are not 
valid” because tribal gov- 
ernments. with ancestral 
ties to the proposed mining 
sites had not been consult- 
ed. 

The Twin Pines project in 
Georgia will require consul- 
tation with the Muscogee 


Creek Nation before it can 
move forward, the memo 
said. 

“We have said from the 
day we announced our 
plans that we would follow 
the regulations before us 
at any given time,” Steve 
Ingle, president of Twin 
Pines, said in a statement. 
He added: “We intend to 
move forward with our ap- 
plication and fulfill all re- 
quirements.” 

U.S. Sen. Jon Ossoff, a 
Georgia Democrat who 
has fought the proposed 
mine outside the Okefeno- 
kee since he took office last 
year, called the decision a 
major victory. 

“| am pleased to. an- 
nounce the restoration of 
protection for this wildlife 
refuge and its surrounding 
wetlands,” Ossoff said in a 
statement late Friday. “The 
Okefenokee is a natural 
wonder and one of Geor- 
gia’s most precious lands. 
| will continue fighting to 
protect it for future genera- 
tions.” 

Alabama-based Twin Pines 
had been awaiting a per- 
mitting decision by Geor- 


gia’s Environmental Protec- 
tion Division, the sole regu- 
lator with oversight over the 
project before the federal 
government's Friday de- 
cision, which restores the 
Army Corps regulatory au- 
thority over 556 acres (225 
hectares) of wetlands in 
the proposed mining area. 
The Okefenokee National 
Wildlife Refuge covers near- 
ly 630 square miles (1,630 
square kilometers) in south- 
east Georgia and is home 
to alligators, bald eagles 
and other protected spe- 
cies. The swamp'’s wildlife, 
cypress forests and flood- 
ed prairies draw roughly 
600,000 visitors each year, 
according to the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, which 
manages the refuge. 

Two decades ago, chemi- 
cal giant DuPont retreated 
from plans to mine out- 
side the Okefenokee after 
meeting fierce resistance. 
Twin Pines wants permits 
to mine a small fraction of 
the acreage DuPont pur- 
sued. Ingle has insisted his 
company can mine the 
site without harming the 
swamp.L) 


Abbott restarts baby formula plant linked to contamination

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ab- 
bott Nutrition has restarted 
production at the Michigan 
baby formula factory that 
has been closed for months 
due to contamination, the 
company said Saturday, 
taking a step toward eas- 
ing a nationwide supply 
shortage expected to per- 
sist into the summer. 

The February shutdown of 
the largest formula fac- 
tory in the country led to 
the supply problems that 
have forced some parents 
to seek formula from food 
banks, friends and doc- 
tor’s offices. Abbott said it 
initially will prioritize produc- 
tion of its EleCare specialty 
formulas for infants with se- 
vere food allergies and di- 
gestive problems who have 
few other options for nutri- 
tion. The company said it 
will take about three weeks 
before new formula from 
the plant begins getting to 
consumers. 


“We will ramp production 
as quickly as we can while 
meeting all requirements,” 
Abbott said in a statement. 
The plant's reopening is 
one of several federal ac- 
tions that are expected 
to improve supplies in the 
weeks ahead. President 
Joe Biden’s administration 
has eased import rules for 
foreign manufacturers, air- 
lifted formula from Europe 
and invoked federal emer- 
gency rules to prioritize U.S. 
production. 

Abbott closed the Sturgis, 
Michigan, factory in Feb- 
ruary after the Food and 
Drug Administration began 
investigating four bacterial 
infections among infants 
who consumed powdered 
formula from the plant. 
Two of the babies died. 
The company continues to 
state that its products have 
not been directly linked 
to the infections, which 
involved different bacte- 
rial strains. FDA inspectors 
eventually uncovered a 


host of violations at the 
plant, including bacte- 
rial contamination, a leaky 
roof and lax safety proto- 
cols. The FDA has faced 
intense scrutiny for taking 
months to close the plant 
and then negotiate its re- 
opening. Agency leaders 
recently told Congress they 
had to enter a legally bind- 
ing agreement with Abbott 
to assure all the problems 
were fixed. Abbott's Febru- 
ary recall of several lead- 
ing brands, including Simi- 
lac, squeezed supplies that 
had already been strained 
by supply chain disruptions 
and stockpiling during CO- 
VID-19 shutdowns. 

The shortage has been 
most dire for children with 
allergies, digestive prob- 
lems and metabolic disor- 
ders who rely on specialty 
formulas. The Abbott fac- 
tory is the only source of 
many of those products, 
providing nutrition to about 
5,000 U.S. babies, accord- 
ing to federal officials.

Abbott is one of just four 
companies that produce 
about 90% of U.S. formu- 
la. The Company's recalls 
and shutdown triggered a 
cascade of effects: Retail- 
ers have limited customer 
purchasing to conserve 
supplies and parents have 
been told to switch brands 
to whatever formula is in 
stock. FDA Commissioner 
Robert Califf recently told 
lawmakers it could be

about two months before 
formula supplies return to 
normal levels. The agency 
has waived many of its 
regulatory requirements to 
accept more formula from 
the United Kingdom, Aus- 
tralia and other nations. 
U.S. manufacturers, includ- 
ing Reckitt and Gerber, 
have also stepped up pro- 
duction, running plants 24/7 
and sourcing more formula 
from alternate facilities.Q 
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3 dead, 11 wounded in Philadelphia shooting on busy street

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Gun- 
fire from several shooters 
killed three people and 
wounded at least 11 others 
in a popular Philadelphia 
entertainment district late 
Saturday night, authorities 
said. 

Police officers were patrol- 
ling the area on South Street 
in central Philadelphia at 
about 11:30 p.m. Saturday 
when they heard multiple 
shots. Racing to the scene, 
they found several people 
with gunshot wounds lying 
on the sidewalk and in the 
street and began to render 
aid, Police Commissioner 
Danielle Outlaw said. 
Another responding officer 
saw aman on a street cor- 
ner firing a handgun into a 
large crowd about half a 
block away, Outlaw said. 
The officer drew his weap- 
on and fired several times, 
and police believe the 
man was struck before he 
dropped his handgun onto 
the sidewalk and fled, Out- 
law said. 

Outlaw said the dead 
were a 34-year-old man, 
a 27-year-old woman and 
a 22-year-old man. Inves- 
tigators believe one of the 
three. killed was involved 
in “a physical altercation” 
with another man, and 
those two began _ firing 
at each other, with both

struck by gunfire and one 
killed, Outlaw said. 

The two. other people 
killed and a number of 
other shooting victims, who 
ranged from age 17 to 69, 
are believed to have been 
innocent bystanders, Out- 
law said. She called it “a 
dark day” for the city when 
many people out enjoying 
a beautiful day were vic- 
tims of “horrendous and 
unthinkable acts ... in a very 
popular local and _ tourist 
hangout.” 

“It’s important that we 
bring justice to the victims, 


their families, and our com- 
munity,” she said. 

Two handguns were recov- 
ered, including one with 
an extended magazine, 
but Chief Inspector Frank 
Vanore said investigators 
know from evidence at 
the scene that a total of 
five guns were involved. In 
addition, police are investi- 
gating several other shoot- 
ings before and afterward, 
one fatal, to see whether 
they might be related. 
Thomas Jefferson Univer- 
sity Hospital spokesperson 
Damien Woods said 10 pa- 


ez 
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tients came to that particu- 
lar hospital; three dead, six 
in stable condition and one 
who has since been dis- 
charged. 

South Street is known for its 
entertainment venues and 
night life with multiple bars, 
restaurants and businesses. 
Surveillance video from a 
local business posted by 
WTXF-TV showed scores of 
people milling about on the 
sidewalks and in the street, 
then fleeing as the gun- 
fire broke out. Police were 
seeking video surveillance 
footage from businesses in 


the area. 

Mayor Jim Kenney called 
the shooting “beyond dev- 
astating.” 

“Once again, we see lives 
senselessly lost and those 
injured in yet another hor- 
rendous, brazen and despi- 
cable act of gun violence,” 
he said in a statement Sun- 
day morning. “My heart 
is with the family, friends, 
loved ones of those lost or 
injured, and with everyone 
impacted by this terrible 
tragedy. “ 

Kenney said the surge in 
gun violence in the city and 
across the nation “makes 
me not just heartbroken, 
but angry.” He said, how- 
ever, fighting this violence 
would be “an uphill battle” 
without measures to ad- 
dress the “availability and 
ease of access to firearms.” 
Eric Walsh, closing up the 
outdoor seating area of a 
bar along the block, told 
The Philadelphia Inquirer 
that the scene was “cha- 
os.” 

He said he saw a young 
woman collapse to the 
ground on the corner. 
“People were coming off 
the street with blood splat- 
ters on white sneakers and 
skinned knees and skinned 
elbows,” Walsh said. “We 
literally just were balling 
up napkins and wetting 
them and handing them to 
people.”L)

Tropical Storm Alex, the first 
named storm of the Atlantic 
hurricane season, gained a 
bit more force Sunday as it 
headed toward Bermuda 
after killing three people in 
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Cuba and causing flooding 
in parts of Florida. 

Alex reached tropical storm 
force after strengthening 
off Florida’s east coast ear- 
ly Sunday. 

The U.S. National Hurricane 
Center said Alex had maxi-

mum _ sustained winds of 
65 mph (105 kph) and was 
centered about 395 miles 
(640 kilometers) west of Ber- 
muda late Sunday after- 
noon. 

It was moving to the east- 
northeast at a brisk 28 mph 
(44 koh) and was expected 
to pass near or just north of 
Bermuda on Monday. A 
tropical storm warning was 
in effect there. Forecast- 
ers said it could drop 1 to 2 
inches (25 to 50 mm) of rain 
across Bermuda beginning 
late Sunday and into Mon- 
day. 

National Security Minister 
Michael Weeks said emer- 
gency services were moni- 
toring the storm. 


In Cuba, Alex killed three 
people, damaged dozens 
of homes in Havana and 
cut off electricity in some 
areas, authorities reported. 
Parts of South Florida expe- 
rienced road flooding from 
heavy rain and wind Satur- 
day. 

Officials in Miami were tow- 
ing stranded vehicles from 
flooded roadways. 

Miami Beach Mayor Dan 
Gelber said the storm test- 
ed the system of drainage 
pumps the city recently in- 
stalled as climate change 


has increasingly made 
flooding an issue in the low- 
lying area. 


“We moved the water off 
pretty quickly, but in some 


areas, obviously, it was re- 
ally challenging,” Gelber 
said. “There were some 
problems getting through 
on some streets, one of the 
main arteries was unpass- 
able, but by and large wa- 
ter is dissipating.” 

Alex partially emerged from 
the remnants of Hurricane 
Agatha, which made land- 
fall on on Mexico's south- 
ern Pacific Coast last week, 
killing at least nine people 
and leaving five missing as 
it moved overland. 

The Atlantic hurricane sea- 
son officially began Tues- 
day. This is an unusually ear- 
ly start to the storm season 
but not unprecedented for 
Florida.l)

KYIV, Ukraine (AP) — Rus- 
sia took aim Sunday at 
Western military supplies for 
Ukraine, launching airstrikes 
on Kyiv that it claimed de- 
stroyed tanks donated 
from abroad, as Vladimir 
Putin warned that any 
Western deliveries of lon- 
ger-range rocket systems 
would prompt Moscow to 
hit "objects that we haven't 
yet struck." 

The Russian leader's cryptic 
threat of military escala- 
tion did not specify what 
the new targets might be. It 
came days after the United 
States announced plans to 
deliver $700 million of secu- 
rity assistance for Ukraine 
that includes four precision- 
guided, medium-range 
rocket systems, as well as 
helicopters, Javelin anti- 
tank systems, radars, tacti- 
cal vehicles and more. 
Military analysts say Russia 
hopes to overrun Ukraine's 
embattled eastern indus- 
trial Donbas region, where 
Russia-backed separatists 
have fought the Ukrainian 
government since 2014, 
before any U.S. weapons 
that might turn the tide 
arrive. The Pentagon said 
last week that it will take 
at least three weeks to get 
the U.S. weapons onto the 
battlefield. 

Ukraine said the missiles 
aimed at the capital hit 
a train repair shop. Else- 
where, Russian — airstrikes 
in the eastern city of Dru- 
zhkivka destroyed  build- 
ings and left at least one 
person dead, a Ukrainian 
official said Sunday. Resi- 
dents described waking to 
the sound of missile strikes, 
with rubble and glass falling 
down around them. 

"It was like in a horror mov- 
ie," Svitlana Romashkina 
said. 

Donetsk Gov. Pavlo 
Kyrylenko urged city resi- 
dents to leave, saying 
on Facebook that ruined 
buildings can be restored 
but "we won't be able to 
bring back the lives lost." 
The Russian Defense Minis- 
try said air-launched preci- 
sion missiles were used to 
destroy workshops in the 
Donetsk region of eastern 
Ukraine, including in Druzh-

kivka, that were repairing 
damaged Ukrainian mili- 
tary equipment. 
Meanwhile, Ukraine's Gen- 
eral Staff said Russian 
forces fired five X-22 cruise 
missiles from the Caspian 
Sea toward Kyiv, and one 
was destroyed by air de- 
fenses. Four other missiles 
hit "infrastructure — facili- 
ties," but Ukraine said there 
were no casualties.Nuclear 
plant operator Energoat- 
om said one cruise missile 
buzzed close to the Pivden- 
noukrainsk nuclear plant, 
350 kilometers (220 miles) 
to the south, and warned 
of the possibility of a nu- 
clear catastrophe if even 
one missile fragment hit the 
plant. 

On the Telegram app, the 
Russian Defense Ministry 
said high-precision, long- 
range air-launched missiles 
were used on the outskirts 
of Kyiv, destroying T-72 
tanks supplied by Eastern 
European countries and 
other armored vehicles in 
a train car repair shop.But 
the head of Ukraine's rail- 
way system rejected the 
claim that tanks were in- 
side. Oleksandr Kamyshin 
said four missiles hit the Dar- 
nytsia car repair plant, but 
no military equipment has 
been stored there. He said 
the site was used to repair 
gondolas and carriers for 
exporting grain. 

"Russia has once again 
lied," he wrote on Tele-

gram. 'Their real goal is the 
economy and the civilian 
population. They want to 
block our ability to export 
Ukrainian products." 

In a television interview that 
aired Sunday, Putin lashed 
out at Western deliveries of 
weapons to Ukraine, say- 
ing they aim to prolong the 
conflict. 

"All this fuss around addi- 
tional deliveries of weap- 
ons, in my opinion, has only 
one goal: to drag out the 
armed conflict as much 
as possible," Putin said. He 
insisted such supplies were 
unlikely to change the mili- 
tary situation for Ukraine's 
government, which he said 
was merely making up for 
losses of similar rockets. 

If Kyiv gets longer-range 
rockets, he added, Mos- 
cow will "draw appropri- 
ate conclusions and use 
our means of destruction, 
which we have plenty of, 
in order to strike at those 
objects that we haven't yet 
struck." 

The U.S. has stopped short 
of offering Ukraine longer- 
range weapons that could 
fire deep into Russia. But 
the four medium-range 
High Mobility Artillery Rock- 
et Systems in the security 
package include launch- 
ers on wheels that allow 
troops to strike a target and 
then quickly move away 
— which could be useful 
against Russian artillery on 
the battlefield. 
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The Spanish daily El Pais re- 
ported Sunday that Spain 
planned to supply anti-air- 
craft missiles and up to 40 
Leopard 2 A4 battle tanks 
to Ukraine. Spain's Ministry 
of Defense did not com- 
ment on the report. 

In Kyiv's eastern Darnystki 
district, a pillar of smoke 
filed the air with an ac- 
rid odor over the charred, 
blackened wreckage of a 
warehouse-type = structure. 
Soldiers blocked off a near- 
by road leading toward a 
large railway yard. 

Before Sunday's early 
morning attack, Kyiv had 
not faced any such Russian 
airstrikes since the April 28 
visit of U.N. Secretary-Gen- 
eral Antonio Guterres. The 
attack triggered air-raid 
alarms and showed that 
Russia still had the capabil- 
ity and willingness to hit at 
Ukraine's heart, despite re- 
focusing its efforts to cap- 
ture Ukrainian territory in 
the east. 

Inrecent days, Russian forc- 
es have focused on cap- 
turing Ukraine's eastern cit- 
ies of Sievierodonetsk and 
Lysychansk. On Sunday 
they continued their push, 
with missile and _ airstrikes 
on cities and villages in the 
Donbas. 

In the cities of Sloviansk and 
Bakhmut, cars and military 
vehicles were seen speed- 
ing into town Sunday from 
the direction of the front 
line. Dozens of military doc- 


tors and paramedic ambu- 
lances worked to evacu- 
ate civilians and Ukrainian 
servicemen, and a hospital 
was busy treating the in- 
jured, many hurt by artillery 
shelling. 

The U.K. military said in its 
daily intelligence update 
that Ukrainian counterat- 
tacks in Sieverodonetsk 
were ‘likely blunting the 
operational momentum 
Russian forces previously 
gained through concen- 
trating combat units and 
firepower." Russian forces 
previously had been mak- 
ing a string of advances in 
the city, but Ukrainian fight- 
ers have pushed back in re- 
cent days. 

The statement also said 
Russia's military was partly 
relying on reserve forces of 
Luhansk separatists. 

"These troops are poorly 
equipped and trained, and 
lack heavy equipment in 
comparison to regular Rus- 
sian units," the intelligence 
update said, adding that 
the move "indicates a de- 
sire to limit casualties suf- 
fered by regular Russian 
forces." 

Both sides in the conflict 
have been waging an in- 
formation war, especially 
on television, along with 
military attacks. Russia's 
Tass news agency report- 
ed Sunday that Ukrainian 
forces had knocked out 
broadcast TV service in 
Donetsk, where it said a 
broadcast tower had top- 
pled.

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Mediterranean nations criticize EU solidarity on migrants

ROME (AP) — Five Euro- 
pean Union nations on the 
Mediterranean who. fear 
possible waves of refugees 
driven by hunger out of Af- 
rica called Saturday for an 
end to the EU's "voluntary" 
solidarity on migrants and 
a better way to redistribute 
the burden of caring for 
them. 

The Interior ministers from 
Italy, Cyprus, Greece, Mal- 
ta and Spain wrapped up 
two days of talks in Ven- 
ice amid worries that the 
blockade of Ukraine grain 
exports due to Russia's inva- 
sion could see huge num- 
bers of refugees from Africa 
flooding southern Europe. 
Cypriot Interior Minister Nic- 
os Nouris told reporters that 
robust, common EU policy 
is needed on migration. 
"Solidarity is not a slogan, 
nor can it be void of sub- 
stance," Nouris said. 

Past EU policies in which 
member countries could 
offer to receive some of 
the hundreds of thousands 
of migrants landing in Italy, 
Greece and other southern 
shores proved grossly inad- 
equate.

In the Sahel, the part of Af- 
rica just below the Sahara 
desert, an estimated 18 
million people are facing 
severe hunger as farmers 
endure their worst produc- 


tion season in more than a 
decade. 

Italian Interior Minister Luci- 
ana Lamorgese cited the 
blocking of grain in Ukraine 
as just another reason for 
the EU to develop a "ad- 
equate mechanism of dis- 
triputing migrants" among 
its members. 

She also pressed for more 
repatriation agreements 
with countries whose peo- 
ple are seeking a better 
life in Europe but had their 
asylum bids rejected since 
they are fleeing poverty, 
not war or persecution. 
Italy has an effective re- 
patriation agreement with 
Tunisia, but not with most 
other countries in Africa or 
in Asia whose citizens take 
to smugglers' boats to try to 
reach southern European 
shores. As a result, even 
though their asylum appli- 
cations fail, many migrants 
remain in Italy, often taking 
illegal jobs or resorting to 
begging.

country's main Chittagong 
Seaport, 216 kilometers

At least nine firefighters 
were among the dead, ac- 
cording to Brig. Gen. Main 
Uddin, director general of 
the Bangladesh fire service 
and civil defense. More 
than 10 others were being 
treated for burns, he add- 
ed. 

Multiple rounds of explo- 
sions occurred after the ini- 
tial blast as the fire contin- 
ued to spread, Uddin said. 
Explosives experts from 
Bangladesh's military have 
been called in to assist the 
firefighters. The explosions 
shattered the windows of 
nearby buildings and were 
felt as far as 4 kilometers (2 
1/2 miles) away, officials 
and local media reports 
said. 

The death toll reached 49 


by Sunday evening, ac- 
cording to Ekattor TV sta- 
tion, and the area's civil 
surgeon said the number 
could still rise as the fire 
raged for a second night. 
Prime Minister Sheikh Ha- 
sina expressed her shock at 
the accident and ordered 
adequate arrangement for 
medical treatment of the 
injured. 

Bangladesh has a_ history 
of industrial disasters, in- 
cluding factories catching 
fire with workers trapped 
inside. Monitoring groups 
have blamed corruption 
and lax enforcement. 
Global brands, which em- 
ploy tens of thousands of 
low-paid workers in Bangla- 
desh, have come under fire 
to improve factory condi- 
tions in recent years. In the 
country's massive garment 
industry, which employs 
about 4 million people, 


safety conditions have im- 
proved significantly after 
massive reforms, but ex- 
perts say accidents could 
still occur if other sectors do 
not make similar changes. 
In 2012, about 117 work- 
ers died when they were 
trapped behind locked ex- 
its in a garment factory in 
Dhaka. 

The country's worst indus- 
trial disaster occurred the 
following year, when the 
Rana Plaza garment fac- 
tory outside Dhaka col- 
lapsed, killing more than 
1,100 people. 

In 2019, a blaze ripped 
through a  400-year-old 
area cramped with apart- 
ments, shops and ware- 
houses in the oldest part of 
Dhaka and killed at least 67 
people.

vention center Saturday 
where federal legislators 


held a public hearing to 
decide the future of the 
island's political status as 
the U.S. territory struggles 
to recover from hurricanes, 
earthquakes and a deep 
economic crisis. 

One by one, dozens of 
people ranging from poli- 
ticians to retirees to young 
people leaned into a 
microphone and_= spoke 
against the island's current 
territorial status, which rec- 
ognizes its people as US. 
citizens but does not allow 
them to vote in presidential 
elections, denies them cer- 
tain federal benefits and 
allows them one represen- 
tative in Congress with lim- 
ited voting powers. 

The hearing comes two 
weeks after a group of 
Democratic congress 
members including the 
House majority leader and 
one Republican proposed 
what would be the first- 
ever binding plebiscite that 
would offer voters in Puerto 
Rico three options: state- 
hood, independence or 
independence with free 
association, whose terms 
would be defined following 
negotiations. 

Congress would have to 
accept Puerto Rico as 
the 51st state if voters so 
choose it, but the proposal 
is not expected to survive in 
the Senate, where Repub- 
licans have long opposed 
statehood. 

"Everyone, even congress 
people themselves, know 
that the possibilities of this 
becoming law are minimal 
and maybe non-existent, 
but it doesn't stop being 
important," former Puerto 
Rico governor Anibal Ace- 
vedo Vild told The Associ-

About an hour into the 
hearing, a small group of 
people including a former 
gubernatorial candidate 
who supports indepen- 
dence burst into the balll- 
room, pointed fingers at 
the panel of U.S. legislators 
and yelled, "120 years of 
colonialism!" 

The majority of the audi- 
ence booed the group and 
yelled at them to leave as 
U.S. lawmakers called for 
calm. 

"Democracy is not always 
pretty, but it's necessary," 
said Rep. Raul Grijalva of 
Arizona, chairman of the 
U.S. House of Natural Re- 
sources Committee, which 
oversees affairs in U.S. ter- 
ritories. 

The proposal of a binding 
plebiscite — a measure 
that has not yet been intro- 
duced in committee — has 
frustrated some on anisland 
that already has held sev- 
en unilateral, nonbinding 
referendums on its political 
status, with no overwhelm- 
ing majority emerging. The 
last referendum was held in 
November 2020, with 53% 
of votes for statehood and 
47% against, with only a 
little more than half of reg- 
istered voters participating. 
Luis Herrero, a_ political 
consultant, said during the 
hearing that evenif enough 
people support statehood, 
there are not enough votes 
in the Senate to make Puer- 
to Rico a state: "Not today, 
not yesterday, not tomor- 
row. Since 1898, Puerto Ri- 
can statehood has been a 
mirage, lip service to score 
cheap political points or 
to raise a few dollars for a 
campaign." 

Saturday's hearing comes 
amid ongoing discontent 
with Puerto Rico's current 
political status, with the 
U.S. Supreme Court further 
angering many in April af- 
ter upholding the differen- 
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tial treatment of residents 
of Puerto Rico. In an 8-1 
vote, the court ruled that 
making Puerto Ricans ineli- 
gible for the Supplemental 
Security Income program, 
which offers benefits to 
blind, disabled and older 
Americans, did not uncon- 
stitutionally discriminate 
against them. 

As a result, many of those 
who spoke at Saturday's 
public hearing welcomed 
the proposed binding pleb- 
iscite. 

"We finally see the light at 
the end of the tunnel,” said 
Victor Pérez, a U.S. military 
veteran who lamented 
the current political status. 
"Even after all our service 
and _ sacrifice, we come 
back home and we are 
denied full voting rights 
and equality. ... We cannot

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Inflation divide: The wealthy splurge, the poorest pull back

NEW YORK (AP) — Amer 
cans at the low end of 
the income rung are once 
again struggling to make 
ends meet. 

A confluence of factors — 
the expiration of federal 
stimulus checks and surg- 
ing inflation on staples like 
gas and food — are driv- 
ing an even bigger wedge 
between the haves and 
have-nots. 

While wealthier shoppers 
continue to splurge, low- 
income shoppers have 
pulled back faster than 
expected in the past two 
months. They’re focusing 
on necessities while turn- 
ing to cheaper items or 
less expensive stores. And 
they're buying only a little 
ata time. 

It?s a reversal from a year or 
so ago when low-income 
shoppers, flush with money 
from the government and 
buoyed by wage increas- 
es, were able to spend 
more freely. 

Kisha Galvan, a 44-year-old 
mother of eight children 
from ages 9 to 27, was able 
to stock up on groceries for 
the week and buy extras 
like clothing and shoes at 
Walmart for her children 
last year. 

But without the pandemic- 
related government sup- 
port and inflation hover- 
ing at a near 40-year high, 
she is buying more canned 
food and depending on 
the local food pantry sev- 
eral times a week instead 
of once a week. 

“| shop meal to meal,” said 
the Rockford, Illinois, resi- 
dent who has lived on dis- 
ability for the past 15 years. 
“Before, we didn’t have to 
worry about what we were 
going to get. We just go get 
it.” 

The deep divide in spend- 
ing was reflected in the lat- 
est round of quarterly earn- 
ings for retailers. At the high 
end of the spectrum, Nor- 
dstrom and Ralph Lauren 
reported stronger-than-ex- 
pected sales as their well- 
heeled shoppers returned 
to pre-pandemic routines. 
Lululemon also reported 
strong quarterly sales of its 
pricey athletic wear.

But on the other end, 
Walmart’s customers are 
switching to cheaper 
lunch meats and half gal- 
lons of milk from full gal- 
lons. Kohl’s, a mid-priced 
department store, said its 
customers were spending 
less on each visit. And Gap 
slashed its annual financial 
outlook, specifically citing 
the strain from inflation at its 
low-price Old Navy chain. 
Both Dollar Tree and Dol- 
lar General, which histori- 
cally benefit from shop- 
pers trading down during 
difficult economic. times, 
raised their sales outlooks 
last month. Meanwhile, dis- 
counter Big Lots suffered 
steep sales declines in the 
latest quarter, noting cut- 
backs in items like furniture. 
“We are nowin anew chap- 
ter where high inflation is 
greatly limiting the ability of 
consumers to make discre- 
tionary purchases, espe- 
cially of high ticket items,” 
Big Lots CEO and President 
Bruce K. Thorn told analysts 
late last month. “We know 
that many Americans now 
are once again living pay- 
check-to-paycheck.” 

The pullback among low- 
income shoppers has not 
affected overall spend- 
ing, which is still up. In April, 


the government said retail 
sales outpaced | inflation 
for a fourth straight month, 
a reassuring sign that con- 
sumers — the primary driv- 
ers of America’s economy 
— are still providing vital 
support and helping ease 
concerns that a recession 
might be near. 

But analysts believe even 
affluent shoppers could re- 
trench if the stock market 
continues to weaken. Mar- 
shal Cohen, chief industry 
advisor at market research 
firm The NPD Group Inc., 
said the stock market af- 
fects higher income shop- 
pers “psychologically” and 
more losses on paper could 
make them cut back. 

The spending mood has 
shifted from last October 
and November, when the 
Fed conducted a survey 
and found that almost 
eight in 10 adults were ei- 
ther “doing okay or living 
comfortably” when it came 
to their finances in 2021, the 
highest proportion to say so 
since the survey began in 
2013. For those earning less 
than $25,000, the propor- 
tion that said they were do- 
ing at least okay jumped to 
53% from 40%. 

But inflation has taken a 
bigger bite out of personal 
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budgets and wiped away 
some of the wage gains, 
especially for those who 
earn less. The national aver- 
age cost of a gallon of gas, 
for example, has jumped to 
$4.76 from $4.20 a month 
ago and a painful 56% from 
a year earlier, according to 
AAA. 

At the Northern Illinois Food 
Bank, which feeds people 
in 13 counties including 
Galvan and her family, the 
average monthly number 
of visits grew to more than 
400,000 in the February 
through April period, from 
311,000 in the July through 
September period, ac- 
cording to president and 
CEO Julie Yurko. 

Across the economy, me- 
dian wages jumped 6% in 
April from a year earlier, 
according to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 
But even though that was 
the largest increase since 
1990, it was still below the 
inflation rate of 8.3%. 
Meanwhile, the — poor- 
est one-fifth of Americans 


have exhausted the sav- 
ings they'd built up dur- 
ing the pandemic in part 
through — stimulus checks, 
child tax credit payments 
and higher wages, ac- 
cording to calculations 
by Jeffries, an investment 
bank. Americans’ bank ac- 
counts. The other four-fifths 
of U.S. households are still 
sitting on a large stockpile 
of additional savings since 
the pandemic, with much 
of that held by the top fifth. 
Inflation is playing out dif- 
ferently within businesses 
that cater to shoppers with 
varying income levels. 
Michelle Gass, CEO of 
Kohl’s, said some shoppers 
are trading up to premium 
brands like Tommy Hilfiger 
and Calvin Klein, while oth- 
ers are going to lower-price 
store labels. 

Macy’s boosted its an- 
nual outlook based on 
the spending habits of its 
wealthier shoppers, but 
its customers with me- 
dian household income 
of $75,000 and below are 
switching more to its off- 
price brand. 

The current environment is 
making it difficult for retail- 
ers to pass on higher costs. 
Macy’s, for instance, got 
pushback after raising pric- 
es on some casual clothing 
items and home accesso- 
ries.

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Mark Rylance brings his quirky 
brilliance to golfing tale

As one of our most talent- 
ed living actors on screen 
or stage, Mark Rylance cer- 
tainly knows how to speak 
beautifully. But sometimes 
it seems the essence of his 
acting emerges in those 


blank seconds between 
words. 
He hems, he haws, he 


pauses, he hesitates. He's 
never afraid of leaving a 
few beats of dead space, 
and it keeps us off guard 
— often making us forget 
we're hearing lines from a 
script. 

Rylance is also one of those 
few actors who can power 
an entire film, and "The 
Phantom of the Open" def- 
initely rides on the strength 
of his signature quirky en- 
ergy as it tells the true-life 
story of Maurice Flitcroft, 
a shipyard crane operator 
from northern England who 
stunned the golfing world in 
1976 by entering the British 
Open under false pretens- 
es — he'd never played a 
round of golf — and shoot- 
ing the worst qualifying 
round in Open history. Then 
he entered a bunch more 
times, Under false names 
and in disguise, earning folk 
hero status along the way. 
But Flitcroft wasn't joking. 
He truly believed he had 
a chance, and he had 
undying support from _ his 
wife, Jean, who urged him 
to follow his dreams. As 
did two of his sons, whom 
he encouraged to do the 
same — they were global 
disco dancing champions 
(yes, we said disco danc- 
ing champions.) 

So you have a great real- 
life story and one of the 
world's best actors to tell 
it, along with the marvel 
ous Sally Hawkins as Jean, 
who brings shading and

poignancy to what could 
have been a_ formulaic 
part (with occasionally 
gooey dialogue). You also 
have a fun soundtrack full 
of period pop references 
and original music by Iso- 
bel Waller-Bridge. 

Yet with all that going for 
them, director Craig Rob- 
erts and writer Simon Farn- 
aby don't ever truly show 
us why Flitcroft did what 
he did. What was the drive 
behind his, er, drives? He 
was clearly serious, but why 
golf, something he'd never 
attempted in his half cen- 
tury on earth? The film is so 
entertaining, it pretty much 
gets away without explor- 
ing the question. 

IN an opening sequence 
recapping Flitcroft's life up 
to 1975, we learn that ship- 
yard work was the only op- 
tion for a young working- 
class man in Barrow-in-Fur- 
ness at the northwest tip of 
England. But when, at age 
46, social conditions imperil 
his career, his wife urges 
him to find a new dream. 
Watching telly one day, 
he happens on a golf tour- 
nament. Something clicks 
in his brain. The moment 
is captured in a dream 
sequence where Filitcroft 
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mounts and is catapulted 
from an actual tee — as if 
he were a golf ball. 

Soon, Jean is helping him 
fill out entry forms to the 
Open. Adorably, neither 
of them know what "handi- 
cap" means so they decide 
to disclose his false teeth 
and "a touch of arthritis." 
When his application ar- 
rives, supercilious tourna- 
ment authorities assume 
nobody would be stupid 
enough to say they're a 
golf pro if they're not. 

So the ruse begins. It does 
not go well, but at the end 
of an amusing day, a TV 
announcer intones: ‘The 
day belongs to Maurice." 
For most of the world, it's 
a fun joke. Flitcroft himself 
is insulted by that assump- 
tion. He will be back, he 
promises: "Practice is the 
road to perfection." 

A journalist latches onto the 
story and suddenly Mau- 
rice is the "Phantom of the 
Open." A montage of his 
media notoriety is accom- 
panied by a hugely enter- 
taining dance sequence 
to the strains of Abba's 
"Money, Money, Money.” 
But golf authority Keith 
Mackenzie — a terrifically 
stuck-up Rhys Ifans — is furi- 
ous. He bans Flitcroft from 
joining any golf clubs. Also, 
older son Mike, who is up- 
wardly mobile at the ship- 
yard, is deeply ashamed. 
But Jean remains ever true. 
"How do you think Jack 
Nicholson would have 
done if he'd taken up golf 
at 502" she asks support- 
ively.

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Breast cancer drug could help more patients

For the first time, a drug tar- 
geting a protein that drives 
breast cancer growth 
has been shown to work 
against tumors with very 
low levels of the protein. 
It's not a cure. But this latest 
gain for targeted cancer 
therapy could open new 
treatment possibilities to 
thousands of patients with 
advanced breast cancer. 
Until now, breast cancers 
have been categorized as 
either HER2-positive — the 
cancer cells have more of 
the protein than normal 
— or HER2-negative. Doc- 
tors reporting the advance 
Sunday said it will make 
"HER2-low" a new category 
for guiding breast cancer 
treatment. 
About half of patients with 
late-stage breast cancer 
formerly categorized as 
HER2-negative may actu- 
ally be HER2-low and eli- 
gible for the drug. 
The drug is Enhertu, an 
antibody-chemotherapy 
combo given by IV. It finds 
and blocks the HER2 pro- 
tein on cancer cells, while 
also unloading a powerful 
cancer-killing chemical in- 
side those cells. It belongs 
to a relatively new class 
of drugs called antibody- 
drug conjugates. 
The drug was already ap- 
proved for HER2-positive 
breast cancer, and in April 
the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration granted it break- 
through status for this new 
group of patients. 
In the new study, the drug 
lengthened the time pa- 
tients lived without their 
cancer progressing and 
improved — survival com-

pared with patients given 
standard chemotherapy. 
The study compared En- 
hertu to standard chemo 
in about 500 patients with 
HER2-low breast cancer 
that had spread or could 
not be treated with surgery. 
The drug stopped the prog- 
ress of cancer for about 10 
months compared with 
about 5 1/2 months in the 
group getting regular care. 
The drug improved | sur- 
vival by about six months 
(from 17.5 months to 23.9 
months). 

"I's a practice-changing 
study," said Dr. Sylvia Ad- 
ams, who directs breast 
cancer care at NYU Lan- 
gone Health and enrolled 
several patients in the 
study. "It addresses a ma- 
jor unmet need for pa- 
tients who have metastatic 
breast cancer." 
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Now, it will be important to 
define the HER2 gray area 
to make sure the right pa- 
tients receive the treat- 
ment and then to monitor 
them closely, experts said. 
The drug, which costs 
about $14,000 a month, 
can have severe compli- 
cations. Three patients in 
the study died of a lung dis- 
ease that's a known hazard 
of the drug. Doctors need 
to make sure patients re- 
port breathing problems 
right away so the drug can 
be stopped and patients 
treated with steroids. 

The findings were featured 
Sunday at the annual 
meeting of the American 
Society of Clinical Oncol- 
ogy in Chicago and pub- 
lished by the New England 
Journal of Medicine. Fund- 
ing for the study came 
from Tokyo-based Daiichi 
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Sankyo and_ U.K.-based 
AstraZeneca, which jointly 
developed the drug. 
Patients take the drug until 
they can no longer toler- 
ate it. 

"A lot of people, including 
a lot of patients, will not 
have heard of HER2-low 
breast cancer before," said 
the study's lead author, 
Dr. Shanu Modi of Memo- 
rial Sloan Kettering Cancer 
Center in New York. 

"We finally have a HER2- 
targeted drug that for the 
first time can target that 
low level of HER2 expres- 
sion," Modi said. "This drug 
actually helos to define 
HER2-low breast cancer. It 
makes it, for the first time, a 
targetable population."L)

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Foot pain leaves French Open champ Nadal’s future uncertain

PARIS (AP) — Rafael Naa- 
al’s painful left foot was 
numbed by multiple injec- 
tions to two nerves through- 
out the French Open, the 
only way he has found to 
deal with a chronic condi- 
tion he acknowledges puts 
his tennis future in doubt. 
At any other tournament, 
Nadal said, he would not 
have persisted through 
what he called such “ex- 
treme conditions.” 

Ah, but five simple words 
uttered after he strung to- 
gether the last 11 games of 
a 6-3, 6-3, 6-0 victory over 
an overwhelmed Casper 
Ruud in Sunday's  intrigu- 
ing-for-a-handful-of-min- 
utes final at Court Philippe 
Chatrier explained Nadal’s 
mindset: “Roland Garros is 
Roland Garros.” 

And so even if Nadal, a 
French Open champion for 
the 14th time now at age 
36, is in Obvious ways differ- 
ent from Nadal, a French 
Open champion for the 
first time all the way back 
in 2005 at age 19, that de- 
sire to give his all, no matter 
what, to “find solutions” — 
one of his oft-used phrases 
— remains the same. 

He is the oldest champion in 
the history of a tournament 
that began in 1925, and his 
hair is thinning on top. The 
chartreuse T-shirt he wore 
Sunday had sleeves, unlike 
his biceps-baring look of 
nearly two decades ago. 
The white capri pants that 
ran below his knees back 
in the day were long since 
traded in for more stan- 
dard shorts; Sunday's were 
turquoise. 

Here's what hasn't 
changed along the way to 
his 22 Grand Slam titles in 
all, another record, in ad- 
dition to his between-point 
mannerisms and meticu- 
lous attention paid to the 
must-be-just-so placement 
of water bottles and towels: 
That lefty uppercut of a top- 
spin-slathered, high-bounc- 
ing forehand still finds the 
mark much more frequent- 
ly than it misses, confound- 
ing foes. That ability to read 
serves and return them with 
a purpose still stings. That 
never-concede-a-thing 
attitude propelling Nadal

from side to side, forward 
and backward, speeding 
to, and redirecting, balls 
off an opponent’s racket 
seemingly destined to be 
unreachable.Nadal is noth- 
ing if not indefatigable, 
just as he was in consecu- 
tive four-hour-plus victories 
earlier in the tournament 
— including against Novak 
Djokovic, the defending 
champion and No. 1 seed 
— and again on this after- 
noon, even while compet- 
ing on a foot devoid of any 
feeling. 

“When you are playing 
defensive against Rafa on 
clay,” said Ruud, a 23-year- 
old Norwegian who was 
participating in his first ma- 
jor final, “he will eat you 
alive.” 

Nadal said afterward he 
will try other methods of 
helping his foot — includ- 
ing, even, a way “to burn, 
a little bit, the nerve” — 
over the next week fo see 
whether that might allow 
him to enter Wimbledon, 
where he has won two of 
his men’s-record 22 Grand 
Slam titles. Play begins at 


the All England Club on 
June 27. 

If these new treatments do 
not work, Nadal said, then 
he will need to consider 
having what he termed 
major surgery — and, even- 
tually, a “decision about 
what’s the next step in my 
future.” 

“It’s obvious that with the 
circumstances that | am 
playing (in),” Nadal said, “I 
can't and | don’t want to 
keep going.” 

During the trophy cere- 
mony, Nadal thanked his 
family and support team, 
including a doctor who ac- 
companied him to Paris, 
for helping him, because 
otherwise he would have 


needed to “retire much 
before.” 

“|! don’t know what can 
happen in the future,” 


Nadal told the crowd, “but 
I’m going to keep fighting 
to try to keep going.” 

He played so crisply and 
cleanly Sunday, accumu- 
lating more than twice as 
many winners as Ruud, 37 
to 16. Nadal also commit- 
ted fewer unforced errors, 
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making just 16 to Ruud’s 26. 
After trailing 3-1 in the sec- 
ond set, Nadal would not 
cede another game. 
“After that moment,” Nad- 
al said, “everything went 
very smooth.” 

Sure did. 

The view from the other 
side of the net? 

“I’m just another one of the 
victims,” Ruud said, “that 
he has destroyed on this 
court.” 

One of the most indelible 
memories Ruud will take 
away from this day was 
hearing the announcer re- 
cite the long list of years 
Nadal had previously won 


the French Open: 2005, 
2006, 2007, 2008, 2010, 
2011, 2012, 2013, 2014, 


2017, 2018, 2019 and 2020. 
“Never stops, it seems like,” 
Ruud said. “That takes like 
half a minute.” 

When the players met at 
the net for the prematch 
coin toss, the first chants 
of “Ra-fa! Ra-fa!” rang out 
in the 15,000-seat stadium. 
Ruud would later hear folks 
in the stands do drawn-out 
pronouncements of his last 


name, so it sounded as if 
they might be booing. 
Nadal is 14-0 in finals at Ro- 
land Garros, 112-3 overall. 
When this one ended with 
a down-the-line backhand 
from Nadal, he chucked his 
racket to the red clay he 
loves so much and covered 
his face with the taped-up 
fingers on both of his hands. 
No man or woman ever 
has won the singles trophy 
at any major event more 
than his 14 in Paris. And no 
man has won more Grand 
Slam titles than Nadal. 

He is two ahead of Roger 
Federer, who hasn’t played 
in almost a year after a se- 
ries of knee operations, 
and Djokovic, who missed 
the Australian Open in Jan- 
uary because he is not vac- 
cinated against COVID-19. 
For all that he has accom- 
plished already, Nadal 
now has done something 
he never managed previ- 
ously: He is halfway to a 
calendar-year Grand Slam 
thanks to titles at the Aus- 
tralian Open and French 
Open in the same season. 
But if he can’t play at Wim- 
bledon, which he has won 
twice, that doesn’t really 
matter much. 

Ruud considers Nadal his 
idol. He recalls watching 
all of Nadal’s past finals in 
Paris on TV. He has trained 
at Nadal’s tennis academy 
in Mallorca. 

They have played count- 
less practice sets together 
there with nothing more at 
stake than bragging rights. 
Nadal usually won those, 
and Ruud joked the other 
day that’s because he was 
trying to be a polite guest. 
The two had never met in 
a real match until Sunday, 
when a championship, 
money, ranking points, 
prestige and a piece of his- 
tory were on the line. And 
Nadal demonstrated, as 
he has so often, why he’s 
known as the King of Clay 
— and among the game's 
greatest ever. 

“I's something that I, for 
sure, never believed — to 
be here at 36, being com- 
petitive again, playing in 
the most favorite court of 
my career, one more time 
in the final,” Nadal said. “It 
means a lot to me. Means 
everything.”

Haney retains WBC lightweight belt in decision over Kambosos 


MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 
— American Devin Haney 
made it official — and 
unanimous — on Sunday. 
He’s the undisputed world 
lightweight boxing cham- 
pion. 

Haney retained his WBC 
lightweight title and add- 
ed three more from the 
weight class after his unan- 
imous points decision over 
Australian George Kambo- 
SOS. 

The 23-year-old Haney won 
three of the first four rounds 
and was well ahead at 
the halfway point of the 
]2-round bout to become 
undisputed champion in 
the lightweight division. 
The judges scored the fight 
116-112, 116-112 and 118- 
110 in Haney'’s favor. 
Haney, who proved to be 
the better technical fighter 
before a crowd of 41,129 
at the covered Marvel Sta- 
dium in Melbourne, now 
has an undefeated record 
of 28-0 with 15 KOs. 

“| was comfortable, just 
sticking to the game plan,” 
Haney said. “The game 
plan was to hit and not 
get hit. | fought a good 
smart fight. He couldn’t hit 
me with either of his best 
shots.” 

Haney praised the U.S.- 
based Kambosos, who was 
fighting for the first time in 
his native Australia in five 
years. 

“| take my hat off to him, 
he’s a true warrior. Even 
though he got disrespect- 
ful, | stayed a gentleman,” 
Haney said. “A lot of these 
so-called champions 
wouldn't give me my shot, 
but George has.” 
Kambosos, 28, held the 
WBO, WBA, and IBF light- 
weight titles heading into 
the fight. Those now be- 
long to Haney. 

Kambosos’ unbeaten pro 
career record has ended 
— he’s 20-1 with 10 KOs. 
Kambosos won all three 
of his world titles when 
he beat Teofimo Lopez in 
2019. 

While Kambosos landed 
the heavier blows through- 
out the 12round con- 
test, Haney peppered the 
home hope with left jabs to 
win over the judges. 

The fighters barely threw a 
punch in a watchful open- 


ing round that Kambosos 
may have stolen with a late 
combination to the Ameri- 
can’s body. Kambosos 
landed the first big punch 
of the fight, a heavy right to 
Haney’s head, in the sec- 
ond as the Australian had 
his challenger retreating. 

A more aggressive Haney 
took the third round with 
a series of left jabs and 
looked to have also shad- 
ed the fourth before Kam- 
bosos delivered a big left 
hook late. 

Kambosos landed anoth- 
er strong, much-needed 
left in the sixth round as 
Haney’s peppering jab 
began to show on the Aus- 
tralian’s face. Haney con- 
trolled rounds seven and 
eight, leaving Kambosos to 
find something to sway the 
judges.l)
